Parcets.—Tho public is reminded that 
there is no such thing as Parcel Post 
to Europes, &¢. Much trouble and disap- 
pointmont are caused by persistent attempts 
to send sruall valuable trifles through the. 
Post. Fans, Curios, Articles of, Dress, 
Fancy Work, sud similar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders havin, 
often spent more in Postage. than would 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such parcels of t! 
valuc of Stamps obliterat bofore the 
nature of the contents was discuvered. 


Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1. Small Parcela may be sent by Post 
at Buck Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Oflices in China, as weil 
us to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon arid India. Thoy must \ 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh 1nore 
than 5tbs.,, nor be amaller than 3 in. by 2 
in: Such pareals may be wholly closed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
PAaRcKL, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction of the 
Postmaster General. In thie Case of Parcels 
for India a deolavation of contents and 
valuo is required, a printed -form for which 
is su plied gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot. be tranamitted : 
Parcols insufliciently .packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed {as -bandboxes, 
&e.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestuffs, Ice, 
Medt, Fish;-Game, Fruit, egetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. 


3, Parools are as a general rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To India they are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & O. only. No respon- 
sibility is accepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Rogistored, and then only to 
the amount of $10. . 


4. The public are cautioned not to con- 
found these fucilities with a Parcel Post to 
furope, &e., which docs not exist. 


It is necessary that tho following rules 
be strictly observed, 

1, No Letter or Packet, whether to be 
registercd or unregistered, can be received 
for Postage if it contains gold or silver 
money, jewels, precious articles, or any- 
thing thot, as a goneral rule, is liable to 
Customs duties. 

2. This Regulation prohibits the sending 
of Patterns of dutiable articles, unless tho 
quantity seat be so small as to make the 
sample of no value. 

3. The limits of weight allowed arc as
